Radio-Television  Commission  Wants 
New  Site 

Among  the  matters  for  the  Convention 
to  decide,  which  drew  forth  some  dis¬ 
cussion.  was  the  matter  of  moving  the 
Radio  Television  Commission  from  At 
lanta.  Ga.,  to  some  other  city  Some  of 
the  brethren  in  Georgia  tried  to  block 
the  move  and  were  successful  through 
one  session,  only  to  have  the  Conven¬ 
tion  reverse  itself  and  give  this  Com¬ 
mission  the  right  to  seek  a  new  location, 
and  move  to  R  this  year  if  feasible. 
At  first  the  Convention  passed  a  resolu¬ 
tion  that  the  Commission  would  have 
to  get  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Convention  to  mpve. 
It  reversed  itself  on  the  last  item,  that  ts, 
it  voted  for  this  Commission  to  move 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  or  the  Convention. 

It  seems  wise  that  the  Convention  left 
the  matter  this  way  since  the  Radio- 
Television  Commission  had  been  having 
some  difficulty  in  getting  full  cooper¬ 
ation  with  outlets  in  Georgia  Then  the 
Commission  needs  to  move  into  an  area 
where  it  would  serve  a  better  missionary 
purpose.  Where  it  is  now  Baptists  have 
their  greatest  strength  numerically.  If 
we  move  further  west  we  will  get  more 
in  our  missionary  territory,  as  well  as 
being  more  centrally  located  geographic¬ 
ally. 

Segregation  Question  Raises  Debate 

TTie  Christian  Life  Commission  made 
several  recommendations,  among  which, 
three  aroused  some  of  the  brethren. 
TTiese  three  recommendations  urged  our 
people  to  conduct  themselves  as  Chris¬ 
tians  during  the  period  of  adjustment 
which  is  ahead.  The  report  asked  that 
prayer  and  right  attitudes  be  mani¬ 
fested. 

Also  in  the  recommendation*  it  called 
for  thorough  support  of  our  public  school 
system  in  the  nation  in  reference  to  the 
non-segregation  decision. 

We  personally  believe  that  segregation 
will  continue  on  the  whole,  even  as  it  is 
is  the  north  where  non-segregatioo  has 
been  practiced.  It  seems  to  be  the  gen¬ 
eral  feeling  of  our  people  that  these 


matters  w«l  work  themselves  out  nat¬ 
urally  and  normally  if  not  pushed  urt* 
any  type  of  violence. 

Baptists  Leap  Another  Boundary 

A  committee  from  the  Washingtoo- 
Oregon  Baptists  made  a  request  to  the 
Convention  that  those  Souhern  Baptist 
agencies,  who  are  supporting  financially 
the  workers  in  that  area,  be  permitted 
to  let  their  worker*  aid  Canadian 
churches  who  are  cooperating  with  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  churches  in  that  area.  After 
each  maneuver  seeking  to  defeat  such  a 
move  was  voted  down  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  and  after  several  speeches  were 
made  urging  us  not  to  interfere  with 
Canadian  Baptists,  the  Convention  voted 
overwhelmingly  to  instruct  our  Home 
Board,  and  other  agencies  supporting 
Southern  Baptist  work  financially  in  the 
Washington-Oregoc  area,  to  permit  the 
workers  to  cooperate  with  the  Canadian 
Baptist  churches  in  setting  up  a  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  program  in  certain  individ¬ 
ual  churches  which  are  cooperating  with 
this  Southern  Baptist  State  Convention.

It  would  be  well  for  our  Convention 
and  Associations  to  pass  resolutions  de¬ 
claring  persons  guilty  of  the  violation  of 
the  teaching  of  Jesua  m  Matt  19:9  in¬ 
eligible  for  membership  to  said  Con¬ 
vention  or  Association,  or  to  hold  posi¬ 
tion  on  Boards  or  Standing  Committee* 
of  such  bodies. 

It  would  also  be  well  for  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  by  resolution,  to  instruct  the  rue- 
tees  and  management  of  our  Orphanage 
to  refuse  children  from  such  parties 
and,  should  the  Orphanage  have  any 
such  children  at  the  time  the  resolu¬ 
tion  is  passed,  to  return  such  children  to 
their  parents.  The  orphanage  is  tor  the 
needy  and  should  never  become  a  con¬ 
venience  especially  for  those  who  defy 
the  teachings  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
May  tbese  suggestions  lead  to  some  ser¬ 
ious  thinging,  investigation  and  actio* 
concerning  this  serious  menace.
